Bishop Martin expressed his p er­ 
sonal hope that the committee “ will 
help the churches to recognize any 
threat of 
Communist 
infiltration 
into American life.” 
“ No body of people is more con­ 
cerned to com bat communism than 
the church groups of our country,” 
Bishop Martin said. “ If any Com­ 
munists are carrying on their sub­ 
versive work under the 
guise of 
serving the church, all who have a 
responsibility for leadership in the 
church should insist that such de­ 
ception shall be exp osed.” 
Bisho p Martin’s appo intments 
were autho rized by the council’s 
General Bo ard at a meeting in 
New Yo rk City in March. 
Heading the committee is the Rt.

munist label on social liberals and

old-fashioned American way. Such 
confusion plays into the hands of 
the Communists end aids the ene­ 
mies of the American way of life.

THERE is hardly a more dis­ 
turbin g condition to the adoles 
cen t boy or girl than acne or 
pimples. Not th a t the blemishes 
are ex trem ely painful or dan ger­ 
ous, but they affect the appear­ 
an ce at an age when appearan ce 
seems so im portan t socially to the 
m aturin g person. 
Boy s an d girls with acn e have 
tried alm ost an y thin g to get rid 
of this disease. In m any cases, 
however, there seemed to be little 
th a t could be done but keep the 
skin clean an d free from in fec­ 
tion an d wait for the acne to pass 
away at m aturity , We now have 
reports th a t hormones an d a n ti­ 
biotics have shown they can re­ 
lieve some severe cases of acne. 
Underly ing Cause 
Acne is a disorder of the oil 
glan ds of the skin, known as the 
sebaceous glands. It is believed 
th a t an ex cessive am oun t of male 
horm on e is the most im portan t 
un derly in g cause of the disease. 
Ex cess male horm one m ay oc­ 
cur in girls as well as boy s, as 
the adren al gland produces m ale 
horm one in the female. It is be­ 
lieved th a t the male horm one 
disturb s th e body ’s usage of 
carbohy drates an d fats, which 
causes a local in fection of the 
sebaceous glands. 
The face, shoulders, chest, and 
back are the most freq uen t sites 
for acne. The blemishes first con­ 
sist of blackheads an d later little 
red swellings with pus in them. 
X-Ray s May Scar 
Recently , a new attem pt wa s 


made to treat severe acne with­ 
out the use of X-ray s, since 
X-ray treatm en ts help acne but 
sometimes, although n ot very 
often, leave some scarring. 
Adolescents with a large num­ 
ber of abscess lesions from a cne 
were given heavy doses of a nti­ 
biotic drugs. The treatm en t also 
included creams con taining fe­ 
male hormone. These were a p­ 
plied directly on the acne lesions. 
The hormone cream was espe­ 
cially beneficial in cases th a t had 
not improved from other means 
of treatm en t and those th a t were 
severe. 
Special Diet 
Along with the hormone trea t­ 
ment, the boy s an d girls also fol­ 
lowed the usual methods, includ­ 
ing a diet devoid of chocolate, 
nuts, ice cream, egg y olk and 
cheese, with little fatty foods and 
sweets until the condition cleared 
up. In addition to such a diet, 
any deficiency , such as anem ia 
or thy roid deficiency , was, of 
course, corrected. 
Treatm en t with female hor­ 
mone and an tibiotic drugs, it is 
hoped, will definitely improve the 
greater part of severe acne cases. 
Of course, treatm en t of this ty pe 
must alway s be carried out under 
the doctor’s directions.

Every thing possible should be done to 
cushion the effects of crashes and save the 
lives of occupants when cars roll over at 
high speed. The art of automotive engi­ 
neering to protect the human body has not 
been perfected, it was found. 
In this country $7 5 million is spent y ear­ 
ly on research to prevent and cure diseas­ 
es. But only a few thousands are spent in 
studies of traffic crashes which cost nearly 
40,000 lives a y ear. It is obvious this field 
of inq uiry is neglected. 


But as a nation matures, the opportuni­ 
ties for cultural achievements increase, 
and the creative minds turn from machin­ 
ery to art, from material to spiritual liv­ 
ing. 
In this country , there have been several 
such periods, in the flowering of the great 
culture of New England before the Civil 
War, in the cultural development of the 
18 9 0’s, in the libertarian movements just 
before World War I.

WASHINGTON 
UP — President 
E isenhow er told the nation 
Tues­ 
day night that, far from skim ping 
Jn the Air Force, his ad m in istra­ 
tion will put 60 cents of every de­ 
fense dollar into offensive and de­ 
fensive air power. 
“ These investments in air pow­ 
er represent and will continue to 
represent the heaviest single an­ 
nual outlay of our government,” 
the President said in a national 
radio broadcast from the White 
House describing what lie term­ 
e d his 
“ middle 
w ay” 
military 
program. 
“ It is my conviction th at our de­ 
veloping pro g ram , under constant 
review and study, will result in a 
steady growth in the size and effi­ 
ciency of the air defense, until we 
have attained an adequate level of 
secu rity ,” he declared. 
The P resident said the a rm s pro­ 
g ram had been based on “ calculat­ 
ed risks which have been prudent- 
4y reasoned” to avoid n atural bank­ 
ruptcy but attain “ lasting strength.

May­ 
be that Broadway play, “ Death of 
a Salesman” scared you into be­ 
lieving a salesman’s only reward 
is to die, leaving insurance mon­ 
ey to make the last payment on 
a house he never wanted to own. 
If so, you’ve got the salesman’s 
role all wrong, Joe.

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SOWED TO BE SOLD 
WITH THE MOVEMENT of 1,500 gov­ 
ernment-owned storage bins into Kansas, 
the nation's premier wheat state, the Com­ 
modity Credit Corporation is clearing the 
decks for the wheat harvest. Though the 
Kansas crop forecast is a disappointing 116 
million bushels, there are more than 200 
million bushels carryover in the state, thus 
seriously complicating the storage picture. 
Approximately 50 per cent of the carry­ 
over reverted to the CCC on the May I loan 
expiration date. I fs a portion of this wheat 
that the government is preparing to move 
out of public terminals, to make room for 
the new crop. 
The paradox of moving 1,500 storage 
tanks into one state on a forecast of a short 
crop emphasizes the ramifications caused 
by a large carryover. In Texas, the storage 
problem will be eased by filling the holds 
of dockside ships. Fifty such floating gran­ 
aries are to be used by the CCC on the 
East Coast, Vacant military warehouses or 
airplane hangars constitute another tem ­ 
porary government device. 
Wheat is sowed to be sold, not to be 
stored. So long as there is an unmanage­ 
able surplus there will be hard-to-manage 
problems. 


A NEGLECTED FIELD 
A GROUP AT CORNELL University do­ 
ing research on transportation safety has 
emerged with the finding that motor ve­ 
hicles can be built that will be substantial­ 
ly safer. It found that, while more than 60 
per cent of fatal accidents involved impact 
speeds of 40 miles an hour or less, 
stunt 
drivers repeatedly ‘crash their cars at 
these speeds and are unharmed. 
This group recommends more 
crash 
tests with dummy occupants to determine 
structural defects and maximum stopping 
speeds. Tests should deal particularly with 
the impact of skulls against instrument 
panels, windshields and other car parts, it 
is suggested, to ascertain what can be done 
to avert death when there are crashes. 
Everything possible should be done to 
cushion the effects of crashes and save the 
lives of occupants when cars roll over at 
high speed. The art of automotive engi­ 
neering to protect the human body has not 
been perfected, it was found. 
In this country $75 million is spent year­ 
ly on research to prevent and cure diseas­ 
es. But only a few thousands are spent in 
studies of traffic crashes which cost nearly 
40,000 lives a year. It is obvious this field 
of inquiry is neglected.

To move away from a confused world to 
an hour or two with God’s gift of genius 
may be what the sophisticated call escap­ 
ism. And perhaps we need to escape from 
♦his frightful task of seeking truth and un­ 
derstanding in the complexities of modern 
life. 
So I went to Philippa Schuyler's first for­ 
mal concert at The Town Hall in New York 
and it came to me, what has been said so 
often, that genius knows no race, no color, 
no ancestry but only the grace of God and 
fanatical self-application to a high pur­ 
pose. 
Philippa is the daughter of m y friend, 
George Schuyler, who, in my judgment, is 
the soundest Negro journalist in this coun­ 
try. He is a rare person in that he has 
never lost sight of himself as an American 
or the Negroes as Americans. He recogniz­ 
ed earlier than anyone else the menace to 
his race of the Communist 
infiltration 
among them and he denounced the Com­ 
munists when it was unpopular and even 
dangerous for a Negro to take 
such 
a 
stand. 
Philippa, his daughter, has been a prodi­ 
gy in many ways. She not only plays the 
piano, but has composed brilliantly and 
has won prizes for such works which have 
been performed by leading symphony or­ 
chestras. 
At her first formal concert, she, 
at 21, 
performed with rare maturity and artistry. 
She undoubtedly will find her place in the 
musical world and it will be, in time, high 
on the ladder of accomplishment. The pro­ 
fessional cuties acknowledged her gifts in 
their reviews of her concert. 
I shall not. nor could I, write a musical 
article about her concert. Rather I want to 
relate the thoughts that came to me, dur­ 
ing the concert, as I watched this beautiful 
girl carry on one of the nobler heritages of 
civilization. 
First, it came to me that in this wonder­ 
ful country there are no real impediments 
to achievement. All one needs to do is to set 
a goal and work hard toward it. The ob- 1 
stacles of poverty and prejudice disappear 
before the courageous and the competent. . 
In the arts and sciences, there are no 
hurdles that cannot be overcome, if one is 
willing to win his way. The Negro may say 
that such a person as George Washington 
Carver is an exception. 
That is true in the sense that he

Secondly, as in any civilization, the m a­ 
turity of a people expresses itself 
most 
positively in the arts. When a nation 
is 
young, its men and women devote all their 
strength to the processes of living often in 
a tough and resisting environment. 
But as a nation matures, the opportuni­ 
ties for cultural achievements increase, 
and the creative minds turn from machin­ 
ery to art, from material to spiritual liv- 
j in&- 
In this country, there have been several 
such periods, in the flowering of the great 
culture of New England before the Civil

DIET AND HEALTH 
Adolescent Skin Troubles 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
THERE is hardly a m ore d is­ 
tu rb in g condition to th e adoles­ 
cen t boy or girl th a n acne or 
pim ples. Not th a t th e blem ishes 
are extrem ely painful or d an g er­ 
ous, b u t they affect th e a p p e a r­ 
ance a t a n age when ap pearance 
seem s so im p o rtan t socially to th e 
m a tu rin g person. 
Boys and girls w ith ac n e have 
tried alm ost anything to get rid 
of th is disease. In m any cases, 
how ever, th ere seemed to be little 
th a t could be done but keep th e 
skin clean and free from infec­ 
tion an d w ait for the acne to pass 
aw ay a t m aturity. We now have 
reports th a t horm ones an d a n ti­ 
biotics have shown they can re ­ 
lieve som e severe cases of acne. 
U nderlying Cause 
Acne is a disorder of th e oil 
glands of th e skin, know n as th e 
sebaceous glands. It is believed 
th a t a n excessive am ount of m ale 
horm one is th e m ost im p o rta n t 
underlying cause of th e disease. 
Excess m ale horm one m ay oc­ 
c u r in girls as well as boys, as 
th e ad re n a l gland produces m ale 
horm one in th e fem ale. I t is be­ 
lieved th a t th e m ale horm one 
d is tu rb s th e b o d y ’s u sa g e of 
carb o hydrates and fats, w hich 
causes a local infection of the 
sebaceous glands. 
T he face, shoulders, chest, and 
back are th e m ost freq u en t sites 
for acne. T he blem ishes first con­ 
sist of blackheads and la te r little 
red sw ellings w ith pus in them . 
X -R ays May Scar 
R ecently, a new a tte m p t was 


m ade to tre a t severe acne w ith­ 
out th e use of X -rays, since 
X -ray tre a tm e n ts help acne but 
som etim es, 
although not 
very 
often, leave some scarring. 
Adolescents w ith a large nu m ­ 
ber of abscess lesions from acne 
were given heavy doses of a n ti­ 
biotic drugs. The treatm en t also 
included cream s containing fe­ 
male horm one. These were a p ­ 
plied directly on th e acne lesions. 
The horm one cream was espe­ 
cially beneficial In cases th a t had 
not im proved from other m eans 
of tre a tm e n t and those th a t were 
severe. 
Special Diet 
Along w ith th e horm one tre a t­ 
m ent, the boys and girls also fol­ 
lowed the usual m ethods, includ­ 
ing a diet devoid of chocolate, 
nuts, ice cream , egg yolk and 
cheese, w ith little fatty foods and 
sweets until th e condition cleared 
up. In addition to such a diet, 
any deficiency, such as anem ia 
or thyroid 
deficiency, was, of 
course, corrected. 
T reatm ent w ith fem ale h o r­ 
mone and an tibiotic drugs, it Is 
hoped, will definitely improve th e 
greater p a rt of severe acne cases. 
Of course, tre a tm e n t of th is type 
m ust alw ays be carried out under 
the doctor’s directions.

Eisenhower declared the A m er­ 
ican armed forces he has in mind 
would be for defense, not aggres­ 
sion. He used the word "defense" 
four times in the first three p a ra ­ 
graphs of his speech. The word ran 
through the whole speech. 
He stressed that the only reason 
for big armed forces at all is the 
threat 
of 
"planned 
Communist 
aggression." And he said this coun­ 
try could win a war with Russia 
if it had to mobilize. 
But his emphasis upon the peace­ 
ful and defensive nature of this 
country’s 
armed 
forces—at 
the 
very moment he spoke of spending 
less money on them—could not be 
lost on the Russians. 
It was almost as if he was re ­ 
assuring the Russians they had 
nothing to fear from the U. S., 
unless they attacked, that the re ­ 
duced spending was proof of it. 
and 
therefore 
they 
could 
start 
cutting down on their arm ed forces. 
Secretary of Defense Wilson in 
the past week, as if setting the 
stage for the Eisenhower talk last 
night, has hit on the same theme: 
the purely defensive nature of the 
arm ed forces planned by the Eisen­ 
hower administration. 
Last week Wilson tola a news 
conference he had in mind the kind 
of arm ed force that could hold off 
an attack until this country had 
time to mobilize. 
Yesterday he testified before a 
Senate appropriations subcom m it­ 
tee which is trying to find out why 
Wilson wants to cut billions off 
the money for the Air Force. He 
said: 
“ We are not building up a big 
military machine to attack some­ 
body." But a couple of Dem ocrats ; 
who are 
not enthusiastic 
about 
Wilson’s idea of more security for 
less money—Senators Hill of Ala­ 
bam a and Maybank of South Caro­ 
lin a -p re sse d him hard. 
They wanted to know whether the 
Air Force he had in mind could 
attack, if need be, as well as de- 
f—"Ti. Wilson said this country is 
building “ some fine new' bom bers” 
and he thinks this country has more 
long-range bombers than Russia. 
But Wilson conceded his ideas on 
the kind of Air Force the U. S. 
needs w eren’t quite the sam e as 
those of the chief of the Air Force. 
Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg. He said 
Vandenberg 
didn’t 
“ specifically 
approve." 
Since 
Eisenhower frankly said 
his defense program is a "calculat­ 
ed risk”—that is, he hopes it will 
be able to protect this country 
adequately if war comes—only time 
will show his wisdom or lack of it.

paign Eisenhower may have had 
high hopes of cutting government 
expenses so much the budget could 
be balanced and taxes reduced. 
He kissed those hopes goodby 
publicly last night. Acknowledging 
he c an ’t cut expenses enough to 
wipe out the deficit this year, he 
said he wants no tax cuts either, 
since reduced taxes w-ould mean an 
even bigger deficit. 
Right there he knew he m ay now 
run into real trouble within his 
own party. A number of Repub­ 
licans are bent on trim m ing taxes 
in 1953. 
Until now Eisenhower has en­
